Safe Is Robbed 


Mystery Surrounds Means 


of Entrance Into Business 
Office in Patton Street— 
Thief Secures $77.55 in 
Cash. 


The safe in the business office of 
the Chesapeake and Potomac Tele- 
phone Company on Patton street was 
•obbed sometime during the night of 
S77.55, of which amount about $40 
was in silver coins 
The thieves over- 
ooked em elopes containing about $20 
n dimes. None of the checks in the 
safe was molested. 
The discovery was made at about 


fne o'clock this morning by the jani- 
tor, who found the safe door opened 
with a number ol matches strewn 
around *n front of the small safe. The 
casement on Patton street was half- 
way open and the screen was lifted 
but, 
according to Police Detective J. 
N Campbell, who 
lnvesttgsred~-ftr 
robbery very soon after it had been 
reported, there was nothing to indi- 
cate that the open window had been 
the means of entrance or exit. 
Careful examination of the window 
ll revealed that thick dust bore no 
such marks as would have been inevit- 
ably made 
by anyone 
crawling 
hrough the "window. More than like- 
y entrance was made through the 
main door, but how this was effected 
s a mystery since the front door is 
:ept locked at night and so is the 
loor leading from the business office 
nto the first floor hall. 
Telephone operators are on duty all 
night on the upper floor, where the 
witchboard and operating quarters 
are. The building is stoutly 
con- 
tructed and H. O. Banes, 
general 
manager of the local office, said to- 


day that the floors are sound prool 
and that the thief could have worked 
without the danger of being over- 
heard. Up until ten o'clock each night 
a member of the plant department 
remains on duty in a room on the 
ground floor, so it is surmised that the 
robbery was perpetrated after 
this 


man had left the building. 
This is the second time that the tel- 
ephone company's 
office has been 
.robbed at the time the general man- 
ager was on his vacation. Two years 
ago the safe was robbed of $5 under 
precisely similar circumstances. The 
robbery was never solved. . Mr. Eanes 
reported this morning that the cash- 
ier, who has charge of the money 
taken in by the company, is certain 
that she left the safe, a small iron re- 
ceptacle, locked last night when .she 
stopped work 
If this is the case the 
thief who tookithe money knew the 
combination or else was deft in the 
are of manipulating the tumblers. 
How the oiHce was entered at all is 
something of a mystery. 
Examination 


by the police of the windows and the 
doors revealed no ftlgn of any force 
being used. Examination showed that 
none of the windows have catches on 
-them but-it was pointed *out that their 
distance from the 
ground 
together 
with the fact that they are very heavy 
windows and protected by screening 
made the task of opening them from 
outside a difficult job. not to say dan- 
gerous, since the telephone exchange 
is in front of a hotel where there is 
coming and going throughout the 
night. 
The matches scattered about 
the 


floor in front of the safe were used 
doubtless to examine the contents of 
the safe, and in order to make pos- 
sible discrimination between money

might be hard for the thief to convert 
into cash. 
Detective Campbell said this morn- 


ing that there was no clue to the thief 
but that a careful investigation would 
be made of the robbery-

Come To Bartering 


LONDON. Aug. 10.—Barter, or the 


exchange of goods, as against the 
transfer of actual cash has figured in 
recent international loans, according 
to the Geneva correspondent of the 
Observer 
In this way the difficulties 


of exchange have been overcome. 


Rumania wanted a loan of 45,000,- 


000 gold francs from Switzerland. 
The Swiss said it was impossible un- 
less they knew how the money was to 
be spent. Rumania replied: "we need 
to replenish railroad rolling stock, 
particularly engines." 
"Fine," said the Swiss bankers, "we 
have these for sale. Take them, and 
pay for them in cereals and petroleum 
both of which you produce and we 
need." 
Thus were the arrangements 


concluded. 


Similar borrowing and paying by 
barter also has taken place with 
Czechoslovakia. Here again, Czecho- 
slovakia is receiving Swiss manufac- 
tured goods and is to pay for them 
with truckloads of sugar. Therefore 
the,question of exchange and the com- 
parative values of the Czechoslovakian 
krone and the Swiss franc does not 
arise.

FINE FUTURE 


BEFORE STATES 


OF BALKANS 


BELGRADE. Jugoalavla, Aug. 9.— 


If peace can be maintained among the 
various countries of the Balkan* they 
arc d«»tln«d to become, with gradual 
development of their promising nat- 
ural ' re«ourc««' extremely prosperous, 
according to .Americana who have 
lived here and engaged in business 
since the war. 
The most potent Influence at pres- 


ent to maintain peace Is the "Little 
Alliance," established by the help of 
the French at the conclusion of the 
general war. This at present IB an in- 
tangible understanding between Cze- 
cho-Slovakla. 
Rumania and 
Jugo- 
Slovakia, Rumania ajid 
Jugoslavia, 


countries which have never had con- 
flicting national interests of serious 
Importance. 
Greece and Bulgaria, if 


not Austria, may eventually be drawn 
into this understanding. 
One object 


of the alliance, if it can be so called, 
is to block German influence: another 
is to settle quarrels and eventually to 
arrange practical customs and trading 
agreements similar to those in effect 
when much of this territory was un- 
der the Austrian Empire. 
When one considers the expressions 


of hatred daily indulged In by the 
Greeks and Serbs against the Bulgars. 
it would not-*-appear probable that 
any reasonable termination of this 
hatred could be found. 
Yet it is the 


theory of Minister of Interior Mani- 
kovich. of Jugoslavia, that a perma- 
nent peace between the Serbs, chief 
of the Jugoslav union, with Bulgaria 
is logical. 
He maintains that they 


should trv to go back t,o their origi- 
nal union, which had for its purpose 
the defeat of the Turks. 
This, he 
says, is the secret of peace in the Bal- 
kans. \

A plea that the "members of the An- 
glo-American race must he comrades 
forever . was made tonight at the 
convention of the American Bar As- 
sociation by the Rt.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 9.— 
Administration officials are looking 
forward with keen interest to the re- 
convening of the House of Represen- 
tatives on August 15. The members 
of the House who h&ve been visiting 
their districts during the mid-sum- 
mer recess are expected to have some 
valuable first-hand information gath- 
ered from the folks back home on the 
most important issues of the day. 
Having spent about 
six weeks 
"building up fences" and feeling out 
the general situation their return will 
afford the administration leaders and 
the political managers an opportunity 
to "trim sails" to meet the breeze that 
will come at the Kovember elections. 
The legislative program for the re- 
mainder of the Congress session will 
doubtless be adjusted to meet the ad- 
vices given by the Congress members 
who have been out and, talked face to 
face with^the voters. ~ 
Evidences appear of another re-ad- 
justment by the Republican leaders in 
Congress o'n three of the big legisla- 
tive issues of the 
day—the bonus, 
tariff, and ship subsidy—to meet the 
advice offered by the returning con- 
gressman. 
There has been conspicous evidence 
recently that the general public is tak- 
ing an unusual interest in pending leg- 
islation. Much to the embarrassment 
of the Republican party public senti- 
! ment has developed antagonistic to 
! the party's legislative program. 
Three months ago there was little 
interest manifested by the public in 
the Fordney-McCumber tariff 
bill. 


Now, 
after a severe hammering, from 
Democrats and insurgent Republicans, 
the country appears to be up in arms 
against it. 
Nor does the nation-wide criticism 


confine itself to Democratic opponents, 
showing on the contrary that probably 
more Republicans and Republican 
publications are lined up against any 
Republican tariff bill in American 
political history. 


I 
On the bonus bill an almost like sit- 
uation prevails. 
Joined by a large 
portion of the ex-service men, the en- 
tire business interests of the country 
are making open declarations that the 
Republican party will be held respon- 
sible for any further increase in the 
expenditures of the treasury and bur- 
den on the American tax-payer. There 
is also a growing sentiment against 
the proposed ship subsidy bill. 
Strictly speaking. Republicans of 
the Scna'te are on record as declaring 
for finished action on the tariff and 
the bonus before the session comes to 
an end. or a general recess is taken. 
President Har<3in«r has declared his 
judgment that Congress should pass 
the^merchant marine/bill before it ad- 
journs. In this way the party has 
placefl itself on record as promising 
action on those measures before an- 
other swsion. 
Xot to carry out these plans would 
cause a. revolt 
from

benefit, while on the other hand to 
complete th« proeram -would mean a 
greater reaction among those who nre 
now openly denouncing the party.

Allied Leaders 


To Gather Friday 


LONDON, Aug. 9.—(By The Asso- 


ciated Press)—The 
allied 
premiers 


will not meet tomorrow 
to 
discuss 


German reparations. 
They will gath- 


er again on Friday but whether only 
for the purpose of formally adjourn- 
ing and arranging for a further meet- 
ing elsewhere, or to consider an en- 
tirely new plan for a settlement of 
the financial situation in Germany, 
probably will depend on the outcome 
of a gathering of the British cabinet 
tomorrow and whatever new sugges- 
tions France may have to offer. 


The plan of M. Poincare, the French 


premier, submitted on Monday, which 
was referred to the experts to deter- 
mine whether it would result in "pro- 
ductive guarantees" had been rejected 
by the finance ministers who agreed, 
with the exception of the French min- 
ister, that it would not be "produc- 
tive of hard cash." 
The report of the experts' commit- 


tee opposed all the French proposals 
by a majority of four to one. 
The 
Belgians' however, 
supported 
the 


French plan of allied control of state- 
owned mines in the Ruhr region. A 
majority of the experts branded this 
proposal as "useless, except as a sanc- 
tion." The suggested establishment of 
customs lines between the 
occupied 
area and the rest of Germany and 
around the Ruhr region was rejected 
as undesirable. 
As recounted by the British spokes- 


men the majority of .the experts held 
that no real moratorium would be af- 
forded by remitting the present forms 
of payment if equally onerous obliga- 
tions were placed upon Germany. The 
view of all except the French dele- 
gate was that if any guarantees of 
this nature were to be taken it would 
be simpler to take over the present 
customs arrangement at the German 
frontiers than to divide Germany by 
fresh customs barriers. The propos- 
al to seize sixty'per cent Interest in 
factories, especially the dye works on 
the left bank of the Rhine, also was 
declined on the ground that this could 
be done only by compelling the Ger- 
man government to buy out the pres- 
ent proprietors, which would involve 
an issue of more paper money and a 
further aggravation of the German 
mpnptarv situation.
